ABDUL AZIZ’S ASSINATION. 


How the Turkish Saltan Met His 
Fate—A Chapter of Dark Conspira- 


cies. 

Constantinople Lever in New York Tribune. 

The inner histury of toe revolution of 
1876, as set forth by the recent discoveries, 
begins with an intrigue between Hussein 
Avoi Pasha, then grand vizier of Turkey, 
and one of the ladies of the harem of Buitan 
Abdul Aziz some seven oreight years ago. 
As usual in such cases, the secret amour 
was discovered after some time. Hussein 
Avni Pasha was banished, and in his ban- 
ishment received information of the 
execution of his liady-love, together 
with a message from ber own lips to 
the effect that she died for his sake. For 
the blood of this unhappy woman Hussein 
Avni Pasha vowed vengeance upoo Sultan 
Abdul Azz. With oriental patience he 
concealed his wrathand hatred. In due 
time his triends induced the sultan to re- 
ceive him again into favor. He was made 
minister of war and instantly began to plot 
against the sultan. Outside events favored 
his enterprise. Europe was pressing de- 
mands for the reform of Turkey, the 
popu ation of Turkey was pitcnged 
in distress by the financial impol cy of 
the government, and the people attri »uted 
all their ills to the extravagance © the 
sultan. Hussein Avni Pasha also {ound 
ready support from Nouri and Mah:uoud 
Pashas, the husbands of two of the suitan’s 
nieces, and the discontented victims of an 
economy which bad curtailed their list of 
perquisites. Others were gradually drawn 
intoascheme for deposing Abdul Aziz, 
and this purpose was easily accomplished. 

Afver the deposition vf Abdul Aziz, 
some at least, of the conspirators entered 
into a plot for complete change of dynasty 
intheempire. It was decided to make a 
bold stroke; to destroy the new sultan and 
all of the blood-royal, and to place upon the 
throne a sherif of Mecca. This man, being 
of the lineage of the Prophet Mahomet, 
would have quite as much title to the rank 
of caliph as the Turks of the house of 
Osman, and would introduce an en- 
tirely new element into the pouitics of the 
country, in pursuance of this piot all of 
the princes were invited, soon after the ac 
cesgion of Murad Y,, to dine at the palace. 
At this banquet they were ali to be killed 
by the conspirators All but one of the 
princes accepted the invitation. Abdul 
Hamid, the present sultan, fo: some resson 


absented himself from the feast, 
and, in fact, disappeared — entirely 
during several days. This dis- 


appearance prevented the proposed mas- 
sacre, since the success of the plot depended 
upon the entire extinction of the royal 
family. A single prince omitted in the 
slaughter might be certain to gain a large 
following as the legitimate heir to the 
throne in case of an attempt to proclaim the 
sherif of Mecca as sultan, 

The disappointed conspirators deter. 
mined to murder Abdul <Az'z without 
waiting for an opportunity for the full exe- 
cution oftheir plans. They laid their plans 
with great forethought. The doubts of the 
people and the queries of the inquest of 
surgeons were ali anticipated Professional 
athletes were hired to aid in the work and 
to overpower the ex sultan. All weapons 
were carefully removed from the apart- 
ments ofthe victim. Then Hussein Avni 
Pasha, with two of his aides, took the hired 


butchers to the palace where 
Abdul Azz was contined. Un- 
der pretense of amusing him 


with exhibitions of strength, the athletes 
drew near the ex suitar. Then they sud- 
denly threw themselves upon the poor old 
man. A palace servant stopped thesultan’s 
mouth; one powerful man seized his arms; 
another was specially detailed to make him 
faint with pain by wrenching a part of the 
body where a comparative slight compre3- 
-ion would unnerve thestrongest man. The 
devilish ingenuity of this deyice prevented 
any struggleon ‘the part of the victim 


A fourth man thep cut open the veins 
of the arms with the little embroidery 
scissors borrowed from the woman 
for the purpose, and the whole 


party waited with the helpless lump of 
clay that was so lately sultan until he had 
bled to death in his place on the sofa. They 
accomplished their object without noise, 
without irflicting contusions upon the 
imbsor the body of their victim, and 


| without any bespattering of blood about 


the room. When Abdul Azz was dead, 


with agreat pool of blood saturating the 
| sofa and streaming off upon the floor, the 
| place was fully ready for the inquest to de- 
clare the murder a suicide.
